Lightning 
sets  some  forest  fires,  but  we  have  no  control  of  light- 
ning. Children  cause  many  fires.  Ninety-eight  percent 
of  our  forest  fires  result  from  human  carelessness  — 
our  carelessness.  This,  we  —  you  —  and  I  can  do  some- 
thing about. 

When  we  require  you  to  obtain  a  permit  for  out-of- 
doors  burning  or  forbid  you  to  burn  on  days  of  high 
fire  danger  or  set  up  regulations  —  hours,  etc.,  govern- 
ing the  use  of  the  town  dump  we  are  simply  protecting 
yours  and  the  town's  interests. 
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The  ever  present  threat  of  forest  fires  is  the  concern 
of  all  of  us ;  the  responsibility  for  preventing  them  is 
ours  and  the  costs  of  extinguishing  are  ours.  We  can 
do  something  about  this  problem,  by  being  aware  of 
and  alert  to  the  danger  and  by  cooperating  with  your 
warden. 

Do  the  things  that  are  required  of  you  — 

1.  Follow  the  warden's  directions. 

2.  Secure  the  required  burning  permit. 

3.  Keep  your  fires  under  control. 

4.  Completely  extinguish  your  fires  before  leaving 
them, 

5.  See  that  your  children  are  properly  cautioned. 
Everyone  will  benefit  by  it.

WATER  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  new  well  authorized  at  the  last  Town  Meeting 
has  been  completed  and  was  used  during  the  heavy 
water  consumption  period  last  summer.  This  pump  has 
to  work  only  seven  hours  a  day  to  pump  more  water 
than  the  original  pump  will  in  twenty-four  hours.  The 
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water  is  of  excellent  quality  and  does  not  have  any 
additives  whatsoever. 

This  area  that  is  now  easily  accessible  by  the  new 
road  should  be  considered  for  future  recreation  pur- 
poses and  picnic  site. 

The  area  around  the  reservoir  was  rough  graded  to 
eliminate  some  of  the  roughness  of  the  ground  and 
rocks  and  the  weed  nuisance.  This  year  it  is  planned 
to  smooth,  loam  and  seed  this  area  so  it  can  be  kept 
mowed. 

This  year  the  Town  is  planning  to  rebuild  Mitchell 
Ave.  and  it  is  necessary  to  rebuild  the  water  lines  on 
this  street  for  continued  service.  An  Article  will  be  in 
the  warrant  for  this  purpose. 

The  Water  Department  is  planning  a  short  extension 
of  its  summer  line  to  serve  the  several  new  users  at 
the  KeeWayDin  Park  Development.

REPORT  OF  AGENT  ON  TOWN  ROAD  PROGRAM 

The  following  was   accomplished  under  the  Town 
Road  Program  that  was  initiated  in  1961. 

1.  Starting  at  the  intersection  of  the  old  Route  11 
and  the  Alton  Mountain  Road  and  extending 
1000  feet  to  the  water  tub,  the  road  was  widened 
and  graveled  to  24  feet  wide,  40  feet  of  15"  cul- 
vert and  headers  were  enplaced,  and  one  coat  of 
asphalt  was  applied. 

2.  Starting  at  Ralph  Jardine's  trailer  (River  Lake 
Road)  and  ending  at  Ernest  Griffin's,  a  distance 
of  1500  feet,  the  road  was  graveled  and  widened 
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to  24  feet,  a  36-foot  culvert  and  two  headers 
were  enplaced,  and  two  coats  of  asphalt  were 
applied. 

3.  Starting  at  the  corner  by  the  East  Alton  Church 
and  ending  at  the  top  of  Drew  Hill,  the  road  bed 
was  excavated  an  average  of  3  feet  deep,  24  feet 
wide  for  a  distance  of  800  feet,  one  40-foot,  15" 
culvert  was  enplaced  and  an  average  16"  of 
gravel  was  spread  over  the  roadbed.  It  will  be 
necessary  to  have  about  one  foot  more  of  gravel 
enplaced  before  surfacing  the  road. 

4.  Starting  at  Stockbridge  Corner  and  going  East 
to  Hagen's  residence,  a  distance  of  3000  feet,  the 
road  was  widened  to  24  feet,  all  culverts  were 
extended  (requiring  10  sections  of  15"  cement 
culverts)  and  two  coats  of  asphalt  were  applied. 

5.  The  entrance  to  Barnes  Avenue  was  excavated 
and  the  hill  was  cut  down  and  graveled  to  make 
it  level. 

6.  Starting  at  the  South  end  of  Cove  Road  and 
extending  North  2600  feet,  the  road  was  widened 
to  24  feet  and  2  coats  of  asphalt  were  applied.

B.  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Alton :     I  respect- 
fully   submit    my    first    annual    report   as    your 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 
STAFF 

School  began  in  September  1961  with  a  staff  of 
fifteen  teachers.  There  were  a  total  of  seven  changes  in 
personnel. 

Mrs.  Helen  Ferry,  graduate  of  LaCrosse  State 
University,  LaCrosse,  Wisconsin  was  employed  to 
teach  first  grade,  replacing  Mrs.  Genevieve  Webber 
who  accepted  a  position  in  Lewiston,  Maine. 

Mrs.  Joanne  Walker,  graduate  of  Wheelock  College, 
Boston,  Massachusetts  was  employed  to  teach  second 
grade,  replacing  Mrs.  Eugenia  Hutchins,  who  is  now 
teaching  a  special  class  at  the  South  Wolfeboro  School. 

Mrs.  Beulah  Larow,  graduate  of  Lyndonville  Normal, 
Lyndonville,  Vermont  was  employed  to  teach  third 
grade,  replacing  Mrs.  Mary  Downing. 

Mrs.  Mary  Waugh,  graduate  of  Boston  University, 
Boston,  Massachusetts  was  employed  to  teach  fourth 
grade,  replacing  Mr.  Sheldon  Stick  who  resigned  to 
enter  military  service. 

Mr.  William  Peterkin,  graduate  of  Fairleigh  Dickin- 
son University,  Rutherford,  New  Jersey  was  employed 
to  teach  math  and  grade  7  &  8,  replacing  Mrs.  Paulette 
Alden. 

Mr.  Robert  Hopewell,  graduate  of  Harvard  Univer- 
sity, Cambridge,  Massachusetts  was  employed  to  teach 
French,  replacing  Mrs.  Laura  Miles,  who  accepted  a 
position  in  Franklin,  New  Hampshire. 

Mrs.  Georgia  M.  Goertz,  graduate  of  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire,  and  Mr.  Angelo  Contieri,  graduate 
of  Northeastern  University  were  employed  to  teach 
Science,  Biology  and  Chemistry,  replacing  Mr.  Norman 
Houle  who  accepted  a  position  in  Massachusetts. 
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There  is  one  factor  that  every  parent  should  realize 
which  contributes  most  to  the  success  or  failure  of  our 
schools ;  this  is  the  quality  of  teaching.  We  are  indeed 
fortunate  in  having  a  group  of  experienced  teachers  in 
our  elementary  grades  who  have  given  both  stability 
and  quality  to  our  staff.  In  the  upper  grades  we  are 
also  fortunate  in  having  qualified  instructors,  however, 
with  the  turnover  in  the  high  school  it  is  extremely 
difficult  to  maintain  the  continuity  which  is  so  essential 
to  good  instruction.  I  recommend  we  strive  to  maintain 
a  more  stable  teacher  situation  through  friendly  rela- 
tionships and  a  salary  schedule  competitive  with  other 
New  Hampshire  school  districts. 

SCHOOL  FOR  EXCEPTIONAL  CHILDREN 

Alton  is  continuing  for  the  second  year  to  provide 
instruction  for  the  educationally  retarded  student  at 
the  South  Wolfeboro  School.  This  school  was  started  in 
September  1960  and  is  now  in  its  second  year  of  opera- 
tion. 

The  assignment  of  pupils  to  this  special  class  follows 
the  administration  of  special  tests,  intensive  study  of 
each  pupil's  educational  record,  teacher  consultations, 
and  parent  conferences.  The  pupils  selected  are  being 
provided  instruction  according  to  their  ability  and  level 
of  achievement.  This  type  of  instruction  cannot  be  pro- 
vided in  regular  classrooms  without  taking  a  dispro- 
portionate amount  of  time  from  the  regular  course  of 
study. 

We  now  have  two  classrooms  at  South  Wolfeboro 
and  two  specially  trained  teachers.  The  present  enroll- 
ment is  24  made  up  of  children  from  Pittsfield,  Barn- 
stead,  Alton,  New  Durham,  Wolfeboro,  Tuftonboro,  and 
Ossipee,  with  the  costs  shared  equally  according  to  the 
number  of  students  sent  from  each  district. 

The  cost  may  at  first  appear  high  when  compared  to 
educational  costs  for  regular  students,  however,  if  an 
exceptional   child   can   be  trained   to   provide   for  his 
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financial  needs  as  an  adult  there  is  a  great  saving  to 
society,  not  only  in  terms  of  manpower  and  human 
resources,  but  in  terms  of  cold  cash  which  some  form 
of  taxation  must  provide  to  care  for  an  otherwise  un- 
productive citizen.  Exceptional  children  can  be  trained 
to  be  self  supporting,  and  with  reasonable  protective 
laws  they  can  make  their  contribution  to  society. 
CURRICULUM  CHANGES 

Early  in  the  school  year  we  made  a  rather  significant 
change  in  the  organization  of  our  elementary  curricu- 
lum. The  elementary  school  curriculum  has  always  by 
tradition  stressed  the  skills  and  attitudes  basic  to 
learning,  as  well  as  that  knowledge  which  has  itself 
been  considered  basic.  As  the  relationship  between 
knowledge  and  progress  has  become  increasingly  ap- 
parent, the  need  to  increase  further  the  knowledge 
aspect  of  the  curriculum  by  introducing  more  content 
from  academic  fields,  such  as  science,  social  studies 
and  mathematics  has  become  evident.  Elementary 
school  teachers,  particularly  those  who  teach  the  upper- 
elementary  years,  need  substantial  knowledge  of  the 
subjects  they  teach,  and  departmentalization,  there- 
fore, appears  attractive.  As  many  of  you  know,  we 
have  departmentalized  grades  4,  5,  and  6  this  year.  I 
believe  this  will  prove  effective,  and  the  manner  in 
which  it  operates  still  allows  close  contact  between  the 
pupil  and  teacher  during  these  most  formative  years. 

Pupils  require  stable  relationships  and  it  is  important 
that  some  one  teacher  have  major  responsibility  for  the 
curriculum  and  guidance  of  a  group  of  children.  We 
are  doing  this  and  also  benefiting  from  the  effects  of 
specialization. 

REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE 

Our  high  school  building  has  reached  a  point  where 
continued  annual  repairs  are  necessary.  Last  summer 
a  great  deal  of  work  was  done  in  brightening  up  the 
interior  of  this  building.  All  of  the  halls  were  painted, 
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and  the  floors  stripped  and  sealed  throughout  the  build- 
ing. The  laboratory  was  painted  and  the  commercial 
room  was  remodeled  and  painted.  We  had  a  new  tile 
floor  installed  in  the  cafeteria,  a  new  door  on  the  build- 
ing, and  added  Venetian  blinds  to  another  classroom. 
The  physical  plant  actually  shined  when  the  children 
returned  from  their  summer  holiday.  We  are  extremely 
fortunate  in  having  a  custodial  staff  with  Mr.  Dube, 
Mr.  Wheeler,  and  previously  Mr.  Morgan  who  resigned 
due  to  poor  health.  These  men  have  taken  great  pride 
in  the  building  and  do  much  of  the  routine  maintenance 
work  which  might  otherwise  cost  the  school  district 
considerably  more  money. 

Grading,  drainage  and  resurfacing  of  the  school  yard 
was  also  accomplished  during  the  summer  months. 

I  recommend  we  continue  to  spend  reasonable 
amounts  annually  to  keep  our  equipment  and  buildings 
in  the  best  condition  possible. 

FINANCES 

I  trust  that  everyone  will  study  the  tables  of  statistics 
regarding  expenses  and  income  carefully.  The  School 
Board's  requests  are  minimal  and  have  been  arrived  at 
by  not  only  considering  educational  needs,  but  also  with 
full  recognition  of  the  cost  to  the  individual  taxpayer. 
Our  tuition  rate  has  been  increased  as  much  as  the 
state  will  allow.  It  does  not  yet  meet  our  actual  per 
pupil  cost,  but  without  the  tuition  students  our  costs 
would  be  higher  than  they  presently  are. 

We  anticipate  receiving  $20,410.95  from  tuition  next 
year.  Our  high  per  pupil  cost  is  mainly  due  to  our  small 
number  of  students.  Other  high  schools  of  our  size 
which  provide  a  comprehensive  program  for  their  chil- 
dren also  realize  a  cost  exceeding  the  average.  I  hope 
that  Alton  may  sometime  give  consideration  to  a  co- 
operative school  plan  with  neighboring  communities. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  extended  me  by 
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the  School  Board,  the  staff,  and  the  Citizens  of  Alton. 
I  have  enjoyed  working  with  you  and  I  assure  you  I 
shall  continue  to  place  foremost  the  welfare  of  your 
children  in  fulfilling  my  duties.

Grades  4,  5,  and  6  are  experimenting  with  a  modem 
plan  of  partial  departmentalization  for  arithmetic, 
science  and  social  studies.  Each  grade  teacher — for  we 
have  one  section  in  each  grade — is  responsible  for 
language  arts  for  their  respective  grades.  Grade  four 
teacher  teaches  arithmetic  to  Grades  4,  5,  and  6 ;  Grade 
5  teacher  teaches  social  studies  to  Grades  4,  5,  and  6; 
and  Grade  six  teacher  teaches  science  to  Grades  4,  5, 
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and  6.  At  this  date  the  plan  is  proving  very  effective 
for  our  system. 

Television  is  being  utilized  to  advantage.  Educational 
Channel  11  from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire 
broadcasts  programs  in  Social  Studies,  Science,  Lan- 
guage Arts,  Music,  Careers  and  French.  Because  of 
educational  TV  we  are  able  to  offer  French  in  Grades  4 
through  12,  for  an  eight  year  sequence. 

We  have  taken  advantage  of  the  National  Defense 
Education  Act  this  year  by  purchasing  a  language 
laboratory.  Last  year  we  purchased  the  science  labora- 
tory. 

Our  Junior  High  School  Grades  7  and  8  have  been 
accredited  for  the  first  time.  We  have  added  sheet- 
metal  shop  to  our  offerings,  as  well  as  driver  training. 

In  summary,  our  enrollment  has  increased  and  is  to 
continue  to  do  so.  Our  offerings  have  increased  and  our 
teachings  are  in  tune  with  modern  philosophies.

The  State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  Town 
of  Alton,  New  Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  in  dis- 
trict affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Memorial 
School  Auditorium  in  said  district  on  the  eighteenth 
day  of  March,  1962,  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to 
act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensa- 
tion of  any  other  oflficers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto.

income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen 
the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  ap- 
propriation, which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by 
the  town. 

9.     To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting. 

10.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  transfer  title 
to  the  land  known  as  the  Bay  School  Yard  to  the  town 
of  Alton.
